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Local Teacher Will Bike 100 Miles In 
“Century Ride" for Leukemia Society

<< 100-mile bicycle ride to benefit the 
Leukemia Society of America is Sheila 
Stasak of New Boston. As one of eight 
members of a local-area Century Ride 
"Teamin Training,” Stasak plans to travel 
to Lake Tahoe, Nevada, this summerto 
participate in the Society's annual fund- 
raiser, set for June 6. 

Team in Training, or TNT, is a pro- 
gram which was begun in 1988 by New 
York City Marathon participant Bruce 
Cleland, whose daughter Georgia was 
battling acute lymphocytic leukemia 
(ALL). In their search for new ways to 
generate money forleukemiaresearch, 
Cleland and 42 of his friends formed the 
first Team in Training, using their mara- 
thon to raise $320,000 that first year. 

Since then, the event has grown in 
leaps and bounds. In 1998, 14,000 INT 
members either walked or ran a 26.2- 
mile marathon, cycled 100 miles, or in- 
line skated 38 miles to raise $50 million. 

Stasak first heard of the Century 
Ride when she received a pledge card 
from TNT member Cindy Quasarano, 
whose son is onthe Huron High School 
varsity basketball team with Stasak's 
oldest son. As she learned more about 
the program, it didn't take her long to 
decide that she would like to become a 
participant herself. 

"| live only two miles from Barth, so 
I've made it a practice to ride my bike to 
work whenever the weather permits,” 
said Stasak, who has been a teacher in 
the Romulus Community Schools for 
the past 23 years. "Although I've never 





ridden a distance of 100 miles before, 
I'mconfident that I'llbe able to complete 
the event due to the training that I'm 
currently undergoing.” 

Besides extensive practice on her 
bicycle and stationary bike, Stasak's 
training includes "spin classes” con- 
ducted by the Leukemia Society. These 
classes teach cyclists a variety of skills, 
including riding strategies and basic 
bike mechanics/repair. As the weather 
improves, Stasak and her teammates 
will participate in a number of 20- to 25- 
mile group rides, some of which will be 
staged in hilly locales in an attempt to 
simulate the terrain near Lake Tahoe. 

TNT members complete their 
events in honor or in memory of a pa- 
tient with leukemia, lymphoma, Hodg- 
kin's disease, ormyeloma, and Stasak's 


-groupis no exception. Throughthe Leu- — 


kemia Society of America, she and her 
teammates were introduced to Monica 
Gambill, a 19-year-old student at Mon- 
roe Community College. 

Gambill, aresident of Carleton, was 
diagnosed with ALLwhen she was a 16- 
year-old high-school junior. At the time, 
her family believed that she was suffer- 
ing from something relatively minor, 
since the disease first manifested itself 


in flu-like symptoms and dehydration. 
InApril 1998, after two-and-a-half years 
of often-torturous treatments, Gambill 
received what proved to be the last of 
them. She looks forward to celebrating 
her one-year anniversary this spring. 
When five years have passed, she will 
be considered cured. 

Since Romulus Community Schools 
is dedicated to the idea of service-learn- 
ing, it's not surprising that many of the 
district's staff members and students 
have chosen to become involved in 
Stasak's drive to benefit the Leukemia 
Society. For instance, the students in 
Liza Mockeridge's class at Romulus 
Middle School plan to use a portion of 
their profits from the school store to 
make adonation, and membersof Barth 
School's Parents That Care group are 


organizing a “dollar-bill-and-loose-coin" 


drive for the same purpose. 

To fulfill her fund-raising commit- 
ment, Stasak needs to raise nearly 
$4,000 by the end of March. If you 
would like to help her meet this worthy 
goal, please send your contribution, in 
the form.of a check made payable to the 
Leukemia Society of America, to: Sheila 
Stasak, P.O. Box 74086, Romulus, 
Michigan 48174.

Three Stores Fail Tobacco "Sting" 


On Friday, February 19, members 
of the Romulus Police Department's 
Community Neighborhood Services Unt 
conducted an undercover operation in 
response to complaints about minors 
purchasing tobacco products. When an 
under-aged police contact was sentinto 
35 different establishments within the 
City to attempt to purchase tobacco 
products, the minor was able to buy a 
pack of cigarettes in only three of the 
targeted locations. Virtually every party 
store and gas station in the City was 
targeted. 

Lieutenant James Rafalski was 
pleased to see that less than 10% ofthe 
stores contacted had violated the law. 
The only violations were at the Citgo 
Gas Station at 29240 Ecorse Road, the 
Total Gas Station at 7084 Wayne Road, 
and the Super Y Party Store at 7130 
Middlebelt Road. According to Rafalski, 
contact will be made with the store 
owners/managers to make them aware 
of the violations. 

"Many of the clerks asked for iden- 
tification, and did not sell the products to 
the contact because they were under- 
age," said Sergeant Cora Semrau. "We 
hope that what we saw was the result of 
business owners teaching their employ- 
ees and clerks about the importance of 
the law." 

The three clerks who sold the ciga- 
rettes were issued a misdemeanor ordi- 
nance violation that could result in a 
penalty of 30 days in jail and/or fines up 
to $50. 

In January, the Department was 
awarded an $8,000 grant from the Of- 
fice of Highway Safety Planning, en- 
abling the Romulus Police Department 
to expand this program. Undercover 
officers will be placed in various stores, 
where they will pose as clerks, in an 
effort to target persons attempting to 
illegally purchase items such as tobac- 
co, alcohol, and pornographic materials. 

"We will continue to actively em- 
ploy these sting operations to target 
violators," said Rafalski: "The future 
Stings will focus on materials that 
shouldn't be made available to minors. 
We certainly hope that all the busi- 
nesses within our city will continue to 
abide by these laws." 

RPD Seeks Assistance in Hit-and- 
run Accident Investigation 

Officers from the Romulus Police 
Department are investigating a hit-and- 
run accident that has left a 36-year-old 
Belleville man seriously injured. 

At about 8 p.m. on Friday, February 
5, officers were dispatched to the area 
of Ecorse Road near Henry Ruff after 
receiving a report about a pedestrian 


being struck by a motor vehicle. Offic- 
ers found that Scott Allen Rhea — who 
had a disabled vehicle and was appar- 
ently attempting to flag down other ve- 
hicles for assistance — had been struck 
by an eastbound vehicle on Ecorse 
Road east of Henry Ruff. The impact 
severed Rhea's right leg at the knee. 
The driver of the other vehicle did not 
stop at the scene. 

The evidence has led police to be- 
lieve that the striking vehicle is a light 
blue 1985-1987 Lincoln Towne Car. 
The vehicle should have damage to the 
passenger-side front fender or door 
area. The passenger door mirror also 
was broken off as a result of the colli- 
sion. Anyone with information about 
this vehicle should contact Officer Cliff 
West of the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment's Traffic Bureau at 734-941-8400. 

Rhea was transported to Annapolis 

Hospital and then transferred to the 
University of Michigan Hospital, where 
he is currently being treated for his 
injuries. 
RPD Investigates Fatal One-car Crash 
_ The Romulus Police Department 
Traffic Investigation Team is investigat- 
ing a fatal traffic crash that occurred on 
northbound Hannan Road near Tyler at 
1:36 p.m. on Wednesday, February 17. 
A green 1998 Plymouth Voyager that 
was being driven by the victim, Richard 
Earl Brown, age 74, of Canton Town- 
ship, left the roadway and struck a tree. 
Police are still trying to determine what 
caused Brown's vehicle to drive off the 
roadway. 

The force of the crash pinned Brown 
into the vehicle. The Romulus Fire De- 
partment responded, and had to utilize 
the Jaws of Life to extricate the victim. 
Community Emergency Services had 
also been dispatched to the scene. Due 
to the severity of the injuries and the 
time needed to remove Brown from his 
vehicle, it was determined that the Life 
Flight Helicopter from the University of 
Michigan. Hospital should respond to 
the scene. In spite of the efforts of allthe 
medical personnel from U of M and 
CEMS, Brown died at the scene. 

The Wayne County Medical Exam- 
iners Office is conducting an autopsy to 
determine the exact cause of death. 
Investigators are hoping that the results 
may shed some light as to why the 
driver's vehicle left the roadway as it 
did.

Schools Emphasize Service Learning 


The fundamental goals of the Ro- 
mulus Community Schools' curriculum 
and instructional program state that stu- 
dents will be: 

« self-directed learners, 

effective communicators, 
collaborative team-members, 
problem-solvers, 

perceptive thinkers, and 

respectful of self, others, and the 
environment. 

In helping their students work toward 
these goals, many teachers incorpo- 
rate service-leaming into their lesson 
plans. One such teacher is Yvette Aus- 
tin, a sixth-grade teacher at Merriman 
Elementary School who has chosen to 
work with Kathy Hurst, the district's 
Service-learning Coordinator, to inte- 
grate service-learning into a unit about 
Mexico. During one part of the lesson, 
which dealt with the country's economic 
conditions, the concept of scarcity was 
introduced. 

"|have aproblem, and|'llneed your 
help solving it," said Hurst. "How many 
of you would like a cookie?" 

All the students raised their hands. 

"You see," Hurst continued, "this is 
the problem. The store | stopped at this 
morning had only 18 cookies, so | don't 
have enough for everybody to have 
one. Here in Room 17, we have a con- 
dition known as scarcity. There is nota 
scarcity of cookies in the world, but 
there is a scarcity of cookies in this 
classroom." 

Later, students began working in 
squads, brainstorming about what scar- 
cities exist in their lives — at home, in 
school, in the community, and even in 
Mexico. They worked collaboratively to 
create decision-making models that will 
eventually lead to developing a Mexi- 
can village marketplace — right in their 
classroom — based on economic con- 
cepts such as the scarcity of natural 
resources. Students will use the deci- 
sion-making models to identify a com- 
munity need, look at options for assist- 
ing with that need, select the type of 
service that they will do, and implement 
the service-learning project. 


Students learning while helping oth- 
ers in their community is what service- 
learning is all about. 

Imagine further. . . . 

* Romulus High School students in an 
auto technology course, facilitated 
by Bob McClain, are using their new 
knowledge to assist local senior citi- 
zens. 

¢ HighSchool students learning about 
money management blended text- 
book lessons with "manipulatives," 
using money they collected through 
a spare-change drive to compari- 
son-shop for groceries and then pack 
food baskets for needy local resi- 
dents. 

¢ While learning about plants in sci- 
ence, students in the classrooms of 
Cory Elementary School teachers 
Tanya Cristini and Carmyn Walker 
helpedthe Romulus Goodfellows by 
hosting a"Souper Night" fund-raiser. 

« High School students studying 
biomes shared their knowledge with 
elementary students learning about 
the same subject. "| want my stu- 
dents to understand science con- 
cepts backwards and forwards," said 
High School science teacher Paul 
Niedermeyer. "Since a great way to 
learn something is to teach it to 
someone else, I'm having my stu- 
dents work with younger children." 

Service-learning as an effective 
teaching and learning methodology con- 
tinues to grow, as teachers throughout 
the Romulus schooldistrict attend work- 
shops and begin to implement service 
as part of their curriculum. The district's 
Staff firmly believes that, if students are 
to gain professional independence 
rather than continue a pattern of intel- 
lectual dependency, the learning envi- 
ronment must include more than just 
the school.

A plan endorsed by the Romulus 
Board of Education last spring has blos- 
somed into an increase in school-com- 
munity partnerships this year, allowing 
the Romulus/Van Buren Adult Educa- 
tion Program (which is part of the Romu- 
lus Community Education Department) 
to offer "satellite" classes for General 
Education Diploma (GED) preparation 
and high-school completion at various 
locations. 

The number of sites offering classes 
has been expanded to include: 

« the Burton Center (Romulus Head 
Start site, located in the old Beverly 
School), 

« the Romulus Public Library, 

« the Head Start site in Taylor, and 

* the Sumpter Township Community 
Center. 

"Our goal," said Sharman Spieser, 
Adult Education Coordinator, "is to re- 
duce or eliminate obstacles which pre- 
vent adults from returning to school and 
achieving their education goals." 
Classes at Burton Center 

Not long ago, Spieser joined Sue 
Wannamaker, Romulus Head Start site 
leader, to develop awritten "Agreement 
of Collaboration” with the following 
specifications. 

« Head Startprovidesclassroom space 
and free child care to Head Start 
parents attending classes. 

- If parents must pay tuition because 
they aren't old enough to qualify for 
free classes, the Head Start "Parent 
Development Fund" covers those 
costs. 

- Adult Education provides teachers, 
books, and other supplies. 

« Adult Education works closely with 
Head Start to provide enrollment 
information and on-site registration 
for Head Start families. 

The partnership also offers com- 
munity members a number of other 
unexpected bonuses, including access 
to different resources such as job 
postings, family-resource pamphlets, 
and various children's materials. 

"The satellite classes have a great 
impact on the community, in terms of 


people who might not otherwise be able 
to take an Adult Education class be- 
cause of transportation problems,” said 
Bill Raglin, who teaches GED prepara- 
tion at Burton Center. "Many of the 
students at the Burton Center live right 
in the neighborhood.” 

Classes at the Library 

Diane Hazen, Director of the Ro- 
mulus Public Library, has been very 
supportive of the new satellite classes 
in her building. 

"She takes time to point out special 
sections of the Library which might be 
helpful to GED students,” said Spieser. 
"In addition, she distributes flyers and 
brochures, and encourages other com- 
munity organizations to host adult edu- 
cation classes.” 

Raglin, who also teaches a GED 
preparation at the Library, spoke of the 
benefits of holding classes there. 

"It's like a shopping center,” he ex- 
plained. "A person comes tothe Library 
for one thing, sees the class, and that 
opens an opportunity for enrollment.” 

Raglin said that his students also 
appreciate the Library's quiet, studious 
atmosphere. 

Classes In Taylor 

This month—atthe requestof Yvette 
Komer, administrator for the Head Start 
program in Taylor — another satellite 
GED preparation class began in Taylor. 
Komerand Spieserscheduled the class 
so that Head Start parents can ride the 
bus to and from class along with their 
children. 

For More Information 

According to Spieser, the Adult 
Education office will begin accepting 
registrations for the new term of GED 
preparation classes (set to begin April 
19) at the end of March. She also noted 
that, although the next semester of high- 
school completion classes will not be- 
gin until the fall, potential students are 
welcome to come in now to review their 
credit status and plan their schedule in 
advance.
